The proposed dam, to be located 
near Yankton. S. D., would have 
a reservoir ex tending into Stefan's 
Nebraska district. 
THE SENA1K committee's total, 
which would be for the fiscal y ear 
which started J uly 1, compares 
with $514,427 ,400 voted by the 
house and {Resident Truman’s 
budget recommendations of $662,- 
437 ,843 including $21.8 million he 
asked last Wednesday principally 
to cover flood control projects in 
the flood plagued mid-west.

The Art of Hatin g 


Even d ictaUM-s n eed the aemblan ce of pub'- 
lic support, however much they may flout 
public opin ion . Latest in the school of man ­ 
ufacturin g "popular" reaction s are the Chi­ 
n ese oommun ista who, accord in g to a cur­ 
ren t report from that coun try, are en gaged 
in itirrin g up public ex citemen t to a cre­ 
scen d o which they hope will stamped e all 
Asia. The theme of the Chin ese system is 
hate—hate of the west, of the old regime, of 
the prospective rearmin g of Japan . 
This hatin g must be a regulated , n ot e 
haphazard affair, if it is to serve as a tool 
of n ation al policy. 
The Chin ese techn ique 
IS to select issues in ad van ce, train chosen 
in d ivid uals to start tha proper outcry frmn 
the aud ien ce at tha proper time, an d fill 
the mob with in formers an d spies to d e­ 
tect an y in d ivid uals who fail to join in the 
"d eafOn in g turipi of soun d ," as the report 
d escribes i t 
Even attcn d an ca at the mass 
in eetin o is compulsory. 
Non a of this is particularly n ew, ut 
course. 
Mussolin i |d on eered in mass hyp­ 
n otism from his Roman balcon y. Then Hit­ 
ler ad d ed some Teuton ic touches which 


brought the art of hate closer to the realm 
of psychopathology. The Russian s, however, 
d id the job better than an yon o—for three 
d ecad es they have had "agitation " as an 
in tegral part of their system of govern mei|t, 
ex ten d in g from the propagan d ists of the 
foreign office to the smallest un its of work­ 
ers an d collective farms. 
On e feature of the art of hate is that it 
must be capable of bein g turn ed on or off at 
will—an d d irected at ex act opposites on the 
spur of the momen t. Thus Hitler kept up a 
flood of good will toward the kremlin from 
the time of the n on -aggression pact of 1939 
un til the in vasion of Russia in 1941. 
The 
Chin ese are likely to follow the same prac­ 
tice as d ifferin g d evelopmen ts in in tern a­ 
tion al relation s cause them to shift thetr 
sights. 
American s, even though they are familiar 
with the fad s an d fan cies of their own 
world , can hard ly con ceive of the cyn ical 
an d un prin cipled procesa that makes mass 
hatred an in strumen t of pressure p« ilitics. 
But history has record ed man y tyran ts who 
have ord ered their followers to "cry havoc, 
an d let slip the d ogs of war."
